British Houses

The campaign of left-wmgers in 


the British house of commons to 
force the socialist government to 
dissociate its foreign policy from 
that of the United States, so as to 
avoid what they describe as an "in- 
evitable conflict" between Russia 
and America, gives interesting 
emphasis to the metamorphosi: 
which John Bull's empire is under- 
going. 


This rebellion apparently 
re- 


ceived a fillip from the announce- 
ment in the King's speech from 
the throne a,t the dpenmg of par- 
liament last Tuesday that conscrip- 
tion for the armed forces would 
be continued—this being the first 
peace-time military conscription in 
Britain's history. Prime Minister 
Attlee gave point to this in his 
statement that developments of 
modern weapons made England es- 
pecially vulnerable to attack. He 
said the country was* now a part 
of the European continent and "we 
must have trained reserves •who 
can take their part straight away 
without waiting six months for 
training." 


War May Come

ger Europe may be heading- into 
another war. Further conflict isn't 
inevitable, but it's a possibility. 
Attlee is playing the part of a

on Buyers' Credit 


Washington, Nov. iff.—(AP)— 


The federal reserve board is end- 
ing, in time for the Christmas buy- 
ing boom, all controls over con- 
sumer credit except installment 
purchases of autos, radios, furni. 
ture and nine other kinds of dura, 
ble good. 


Effective December 1, the board 


e l i m i n a t e d requirements that 
charge accounts be settled in 70 
days and single repayment loans in 
90. 
For the first time in five 


years parties to these deals may 
now work out their own terms. 


Restrictions also will no longer 


apply to time payments on durable 
goods involving credit of less than 
550 o_r more than S2,000, the board 
announced last night. 


On sums in between those lim- 


its,- the board still will require a 
one-third down payment on auto- 
mobiles, 
refrigerators, 
cooking 


stoves and ranges, washing ma- 
chines, ironers, dishwasKers, air 
conditioners, radios and phono- 
graphs, sewing machines and vac- 
uum cleaners. 


However, buyers may have 15 


months to pay for any of these 
articles instead of the 
present 


12-month limit on all automo- 
biles, where the 15-month term 
already is in effect.

New Storm Strikes 
Rockies; Fear Help 


in Colorado Endd 


Predict Heavy Loss in 


Stock; Wyoming and 


Montana Victims 


Denver, Nov. 16—(AP)—A new 


storm swept 
south 
along 
the 


Rockies today, blanketing Mon- 
tana and Wyoming with snow and 
hampering rescue efforts in east- 
ern Colorado where many families 
still are marooned and much live- 
stock is weakened by two weeks 
without food. 


The weather bureau said the 


snow •would be light, but predict- 
ed strong winds that would drift 
the snow already on the ground 
and low temperatures which* cat- 
tlemen said would cause heavy 
livestock losses. 
The storm cen- 


tered along the eastern slope of 
the mountains. 


It came on the heels of the 


third storm to strike Colorado 
within two weeks, bringing death 
to 18 persons. 


Planes Lashed Again 


Snow and wind, originating from 


a cold air mass that came out 
of the west, gave the blizzard- 
swept plains another lashing yes- 
terday, wiping out the gains made 
at clearing roads and virtually 
halting Red Cross-Army relief op- 
erations from Rush, 40 miles east 
of Colorado Springs.

Big Five Studies 


British Proposal 
to Curb UN Veto 


Lake Success, N. Y., Nov. 16 — 


(AP)—Individual members of the 
Big Five studied today a British 
plan aimed at softening the 
of the veto in the United Nations 
security council after smashing 
small nation efforts to eliminati 
or modify the veto power. 


The plan was submitted to the 


major powers by British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevins as a basis 
for Big Five consultations on the 
v»to which authoritative sources 
said probably would begin Mon- 
day. 


As a result of agreement among 


the Big Five last night to hole 
consultations, France was expect- 
ed to propose today that the gen- 
eral assembly's 51-nation politica 
and security committee suspend 
the hot veto debate while the Big 
Five meets to try to agree on a 
formula that will satisfy their 
opponents. 


Although 
full 
details of the 


British plans were being kept se- 
cret, authoritative 
sources 
dis- 


closed it made these suggestions: 


Four Suggestions Made 


1. The possibsility of limiting 


the veto for use, only when the 
negative-voting 
country's 
"own 


vital interests" were concerned. If 
used under such a system, the 
British propose that the country 
applying the veto explain to the 
security council her "vital inter- 
ests" in the matter. 
"^ 


2. That abstention from voting 


should not be considered a veto. 
Under the present security coun- 
cil rules an abstention by one of 
the Big Five is considered a nega- 
tive vote, and thus a veto. 


3. That the council should be 


more of a mediation and concili- 
ation board, making every attempt 
to nip disputes by direct settle- 
ment and thus lessen the oppor- 
tunity of using the veto. 


4. Define more clearly exactly

Washington. Nov. 16—(AP)— 


John L. Lewis is asking for it—a 
showdown—and that seems to b 
what he's going to get. 


Up to this point—in this case- 


the government has been ver> 
tough 
with 
Lewis, 
probabij 


tougher than he dreamed. 


He started it. He said he want 


ed to re-open the soft coal mining 
contract he's had with the gov 
emment since last May. He want, 
to make changes. 


Interior Secretary Krug. who 


signed the contract with him, say 
the contract stands as is and 
can't be re-opened. 


Krug is backed up by Atty 


Gen. Clark who says the contract 
can't be re-opened, that it stands 
while the government holds the 
mines. 


Krug Suggestion Ignored 


(The 
government seized then 


last May—after a strike—to hold 
until Lewis and the miners could 
agree on a contract of their own) 


Krug—now, when the country 


badly needs coal—makes a sug 
gestion to Lewis. It's this: 


For the next 60 days the min- 


ers continue to work and Lewi, 
tries to work out a contract with 
the mine owners. 


At the end of 60 days—mid- 


January—if there's no settlement, 
the government 
will turn the 


mines back to the owners. 


(Then, of course, with no gov- 


ernment contract to worry about 
Lewis' miners could strike to 
make the owners come to terms) 


But Lewis disagrees with Krug 


and Clark. He interprets the con- 
tract with the 
government 


meaning he can re-open it. 


Since Krug won't re-open the 


contract,' Lewis says his miners 
will consider the contract ended 
next Wednesday, Nov. 20. 


Truman Backs Krug 


(This certainly seems to mean 


a strike Nov. 20. But Lewis does 
not say his men strike. • He says 
they can't work without a con- 
tract.) 


President Truman steps in. He 


says Krug's 60-day offer is good. 
He tells Lewis to think twice be- 
fore taking action. 


There, at the moment, the sit- 


uation stands: The walkout ap- 
parently will be complete next 
Wednesday. 


Can the government prevent the 


>valkout by injunction? 


Probably not. 
There's a fed- 


eral la\v—the Norns-LaGuardia 
Act—which makes it practically 
mpossible for a federal court to 
issue an injunction to prevent a 
strike. 


Is there any court action the 


government could fake? 


It might be able to get a court 


order telling Lewis not to end his 
contract 
with 
the 
government 


next Wednesday. 


Might Jai! 


Would this do any good?

Molotov Yields in 
Trieste Stand; May 
End Long Deadlock 


New 
York, Nov. 16—(AP) — 


Several 
concessions 
by 
Soviet 


Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
prompted big four diplomats to- 
day to make guarded assertions 
that the foreign ministers coun- 
cil was at the point of breaking 
its months old deadlock over 
Trieste. 


In a three-hour informal debate 


among the big four foreign minis- 
ters last night, Molotov showed 
signs, according to persons in the 
meeting, of making a serious ef- 
fort to meet American, British 
and French insistence on putting 
Trieste police under control of 
the United Nations security coun- 
cil. 


Need Police Force 


Secretary of State James »F. 


Byrnes and British Foreign Min- 
ister Bevm declared repeatedly 
that only by having a police force 
independent of the locally elected 
government could the United Na- 
tions be sure of protecting the in- 
dependence of Trieste and 
the 


rights of its two nationalities— 
Italian and Yugoslav. 


Byrnes declared the whole is- 


sue—which is the great block in 
the way of an Italian peace trea- 
ty—is the question of who is to 
hire and fire the police force. 


Molotov, responding to propos- 


als by Deputy French Foreign 
Minister Maurice Couve De Mur- 
ville, agreed: 


1. That the proposed governor 


of Trieste—a direct agent of the 
security council—should have the 
right to appoint the police chief 
upon the recommendation of the 
local council of government.

Contend Present Truce 


Binding; Say Lewis' 


Threat Unlawful 


Washington. Nov. 16— (AP) — 


The administration, in a toe to 
toe showdown fight with defiant 
John L. Lewis, sought grimly to- 
day to hold 400,000 soft coal min- 
ers to a government contract the 
attorney general says is binding. 


No official 
was telling just 


what will be done if Lewis per- 
sists in his contention that he 
can and will terminate the con- 
tract next Wednesday midnight, 
halting production at the 3,300 
government-operated mines. 


But there was talk that for a 


starter Secretary of the Interior 
Krug may take to the radio, tell 
the miners their chief's maneuver 
has no legal justification and ask 
them to keep on mining coal. 


May Bring Action 


Although represented 
as de- 


termined not to put Lewis in the 
role of "martyr" those concerned 
with the fuel crisis spoke of:

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HUNTERS FLOCK TO GREEN RIVER SHOOTING AREA FOR PHEASANT SEASON 


Clayton C. Swears, representative of the Game Management division 


of the state Department of Conservation, instructs a group of hunters 
from this area on regulations in effect at the Green River Public Shoot- 
ing Area, located five miles north and three miles west of Ohio. 


lea- 
Shooting is allowed there each day through the open .pheasant oca- 
son, Nov. 11-25 inclusive. Hunting is restricted to cock pheasants and 
rabbits. Drawings for hunting zones are held at the permit station on 
the area at 9 a. m. each day. 


Pheasants, such as the group shown here, are released at different 


times each day as a part of the experiment by which the Department 
of Conservation hopes to discover the conditions under which pheasants 


have the best chance for survival. 
The limit is two a day for each 


shooter. The Green River Public Shooting Area stretches over approxi- 
mately 850 acres of land. 


Here hunters are shown drawing from a hat for assignment to shooting1' 


areas. 
They are split into groups of as many as seven men each and assigned to 


specific zones on the area. Split up into 10 zones, approximately 70 hunters can:, 
be accommodated there at a time. The same shooters may hunt this area only once 
during the 15 day season, and each hunter is required to check and record his kill; 
before leaving the area. The shooting, disturbance, or molesting of any water--' 
fowl on the grounds is forbidden.
